HUMAN ROASTS, 


THE BURNING OF ANILLINOIS IN- 
SANE INFIRMARY, 


The Inmetes Startled Before Daylight by a Firs 
Alarm—Bow Southern Pine Fed the Flamss— 
No Water to Extinguish the Fire, and 
Thirteen Inmates Suffer Daath. 


K ANKAKEE, IJls., January 18.—The south in- 
firmary of the Illinois eastern hospital for the 
insane was burned this morning at 4:25 
o'clock. The fire originated in the furnace 
reom, and had obtained strong headway be- 
fore it was discovered. The woodwork of the 
building being of southern pine it burned very 
rapidly. The building was occupied by 
forty-five patients,” six attendants and one 
night watchman. Seventeen patients 
in all are missing. Thirteen 
bodies have already been recovered, burned 
beyond recognition. All of the patients were 
infirm andincurable. The bedridden ones 
were reecucd first, and those who were able to 
help themeelves did not realize the danger in 
time, and they were the ones who perished. 
The attendants lost all their personal effects, 
many narrowly escaped with their lives, one 
of them having to tie bedclothes together to 
escape from the window to the roene There 
were no lacilities or putting 
out fire, the state not having made any appro- 
priation for the purpose. The building was 
new, end cost about $16,000. It is a total loss.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE, 

The building destroyed was a two-story 
stene and brick structure, with no woodwork 
about it except the floors and stairways. It 
was completed Jast August. Twenty-three of 
the patients were on the first floor and twenty- 
twoonthe second. The attendayts, Brown, 
Rose and the latter’s wife, were sleeping on 
the second floor. Attendants Reid and Wil. 
liams and Fireman Labarge slept on the first 
floor. The building was heated by 
hot air furnaces. It was twelye degrees be- 
low zero when Watchman Cobb discovered 
the smoke issuing from the floor immediately 
above the furnaée. He at once awoke the at- 
tendgnts. The smoke was drawn through the 
hot air furnaces and along the halls and stair- 
weystoall parts of the building. The fire

Reid, at the risk of 
his own life, struggled on till twenty-one of 
the twenty-three patients on his floor were 
rescued, when he became exhausted and was 
carried away. On the eecond floor Attendant 
Rose and wife heard the alarm and escaped 
down the stairway just before it fell. Attend- 
ent Brown was dwakened by the smoke and 
attempted to save a patient in an edjoining 
room but failed, and sliding down by the aid 
of asheet from his window, 
ground.

: hospital. The coroner’s jury which 
{journed until to-morrow afternoon, is inves- 
gating as to whetber the furnaces were de- 
fective. The fact that there 1s no generai lire 
alaym between the various buildings of the 
hospital, or any system of waterworks to pro- 
tect life and property there, accounts largely 
for the very large loss of life.

ROBBING THE CANADIAN MAIL: 


Arrest ofa Young Man Who Claims to Be 
Sir Alexander Campbe)l’s Nephew. 
Cutoaeo, January 18.—A. B, Campbell, a 
tall young man of spare physique, light com- 
plexion and a short mou-tache,whoclaims to be 
a nephew of Sir Alexander Campbell,Canadian 
minuster of justice, is, it is stated, being held in 


' secret custody here by a Canadian government 


special agent on a charge of robbing the Do- 
minton mail to a heavy amount. 

The prisoner, who is aged 26, and recently 
a & responsible position in the Canadian 
mail service at Winnipeg, was arrested Wednes- 
day inthe open board of trade here and has 
since beenlocked upina private room. For 
along time the disappearance of large sums 
puzzied the Canadian officials and the services 
of d¢teet:ves seemed unavailing. 

The fact that Campbell was gambling and 
specnianns here on a large scale was the first 
thadow of a clue. It is charged also that 
Campbell by a chemical process eflaced the 
marks or cancellation from great numbers of 
old bank notes, chiefly of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, Which had been intrusted to the mails, 
and that he has, since his arrivalin Chicago, 
obtained the original value in American cur- 
rency. When arrested he had $18,000 on his 
person. 

_ Campbell is said to have made a full confes- 
s10N 18 writing, disclosing an extensive con- 
epiragy. ‘Many additional arrests, it is stated, 
will be made. The prisoner seems disposed 
pow © return to Canada without making 
trouble. Extradition papers are expected to- 
morrow.

How aNew York Bank Swindier Was Puaz- 
ished, 

Dakvire, N. Y., January 18.—About 4 

o’cloek yesterday afternoon, as pupils were let 
out ofthe several schools, a large party of them 
met ~.

As the pa- 
rents of many of the children were defrauded 
depos}ters of the broken concern, they pros 
ceeded to assail him with uncomplimentary 
epithets and  snow-balls.

After a time he escaped to a livery sta- 
ble, where he took refiuge,previously, however, 
turniig round and writing in a memorandum 
book evidently the names of his youthful tor- 
mentérs. While he was in the barn Mrs. 
Eeckey, the German washerwoman who had 
lost $500 by the bank failure, made her ap- 
pearance witha rope and demanded admis- 
sion. This was refused, whereupon she cried, 
‘‘Peteh him out: I’ll hang himalone.” Later 
polled offieérs were sent for, and Mr. Bradnuer 
was sefely eicorted to his residence. The chil- 
dren Who made the assault were from four to 
seventeen years old.

AN ACTOR'S TWO WIVES. 

The peculiar domestic relations of the late 
Charles R. Thorne, Jr., have been the occasion 
of many legal and social complica ions. The 
latest episode is the case of Ellen Thorne vs. 
Mary 5. Brown alias Thorne, in the Boston 
court, to recover $4,800 on an agreement signed 
by the defendant. The plaintiff was married 
tothe deceased actor in 1559, and some time 
after their marrisge Mr. Thorne met and be- 
come infatuated with the defendant; a lady 
of wealth in Philadelphia, desert- 
ing his lawful wife and continuing to live 
with the defendant up to the time of his death. 
Mrs. Thorne claimed from her husband an 
allowance and alimony, which he continued 
to pay her up to within ashort period before 
his death, the plaintiff having secured a de- 
cree of divorce from him in November 15882, 
on the ground of adultery with the defendant. 
Mr. Thorne was in Boston with his reputed 
wife in the winter of 1873, and the plaintiff 
presemg him to pay his arrears for the sums 
due for support,and threatening legal pro- 
ceeding sgainst him, the defendant, wife 
number 2, made and entered into the follow- 
ing agreement on which this action is 
brought: 

Boston, February 28, 1873.—I hereby guarantee 
to Mrs. Ellen Thorne the fulfilment of Charles R. 
Thorne, Jr.’s egreement to pay ber the sum of $50 
a month, and in default of his paying the same [ 
agree to pay the same myself, and I elso agree to 
pay Mrs. Ellen Thorne on the first day of July, 
ld73, the gross sum of $5,0C0, Or arrange forits pay- 
tnent within six months from that time, and on

The case was submitted to the full court on 
an agreed statement of facts for its decision on 
the law questions, it being contended by the 
defendant that the above contract was made 
between husband and wife, and therefore ille- 
galand void, The decision in this case will 
be one of interest.

An Example Which shows That Skill on the 
Farm Wii) be Rewarded.

POLICE PROTECTION IN ATLANTA, 


In calling attention the other day to the 


ee 


increasing number of burglaries in this city, 


THE Constitution took occasion to make some 
remarks in regard to the inefliciency ofour 
police system. These remarks, we understand, 
were Construed asa gentle attack on the police 
force itself, butit stands to reason that no such 
construction could have been placed upon 
them by any reflecting person. For it stands 
to reason that no matter how vigilant or how 
waichiul our present force may be, it isa 
physical impossibility tor two dozen patrol- 
men to afford adequate protection toa popu- 
tion of fifty thousand people. 

Asamatter of fact, our police force is ri- 
diculously small. It is eflicient to the extent 
of its ability, and deserves credit for what it 


has accomplished in the face of great obsta- 


cles. In this matter Atlanta is far behind 
other cities of the state. 
Sayannah has never been less than ninety 


men during the last fifteen years, and that 


city, owing to the regularity with which it is 


Jaid out, is much more easily policed than 
Atlanta, eyen were other things equal. 
We have never’ heard any 


police protection. On the contrary, it is a 
tax which every citizen is anxious to pay, 


provided he is su e that he will receive a 


substantial return for his money. Tue Con- 
STITUTION would be glad to see our police 
system made as eflicientas that of Sayannah, 
and we believe the property-owners of the 
city would be glad to contribute a sum sufli- 
cient for that purpose. 

But no matter what objections are raised, 
our police system must be made more effi- 
cient than it nowis. Itis nota problem in 
economy, as some seem to think, but an ab- 
solute necessity. Haggling will not help the 
matter. The town cannot be turned ofer to 
the thugs and thieves and burglars simply 
because council has concluded to spend 
money in other directions. 

The condition of affairs must be remedied 
and that promptly, and the proper remedy 
is to increase the police force, with the un- 
derstanding that it isto be still further in- 
creased from time to time until its efliciency 
shall bear some proper relation to the impor- 
tance of the interests involved. This is the 
first and most important matter for the new 
City council to act on.. It is not a question, 
‘ ‘put a necessity. The taxpayers of 
Atlanta are willing to pay for adequate po- 
lice protection ; but the police force asit is 
Organized to-day is) as powerless to afford 
that protection as aforce of one hundred 
men would be to protect New York city. The 
thugs, and thieves, and burglars have come 
to appreciate this fact, and during the past 
few months have made the most of the situa- 
tion. There are a great many robberies and 
burglaries occurring in this city that are ney- 
erreported. Knowledge of some of them 
comes to our reporters when the incidents

THE CRIME OF TRAIN WRECKING. 

Train robbers occasionally create a sensa- 
tion throughout the land, but they are com- 
paratively harmless by the side of the train 
wreckers, 

It is almost impossible ‘to glance over a 
daily newspaper without reading of obstruc- 
tions placed upon the track,or switches ma- 
liciously opened. Frequently property is 
destroyed, and sometimes innocent employes 
and passengers lose their lives orare badly 
injured, The prevalence of this crime threat- 
ens the entire traveling public. It is acon- 
stant menace to the great body of our people. 

Speaking of several recent train-wrecking 
disasters, the Railway Age very sensibly 
urges the various state legislatures to take 
the matter under consideration with a view 
tothe prevention and punishment of this 
horrible form of deliberate and per- 
haps wholesale murder, The fact that lynch 
law has been resorted to lately in such cases 
shows the necessity for prompt action. The 
penalty of hanging must be attached to the 


-¢rime, and it must be enforced whether the 


wreckers are successful or not. The present 
winter has been signalized by an- unusual 
number of train- wrecking outrages. Ia some 
instances the guilty parties were 
negroes, sometimes they were mere 
boys, and in one instance 
a woman was the offender, but the peculiar 
enormity of such wicked deviltry justifies 
the in{liction of the severest penalty known 
to the law, when the criminals are of sound 
mind and responsible age. 

The protection of the life, limb and prop- 
erty of those who travel for business or 
pleasure is one of the most imperative duties 
of government, and the state legislatures 
will find that it will tax all their ability and 
power to wrest'e successfully) with the prob- 
lem.

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Thoughts Suggested by the Plague of the 
Past Summer in Naples. 

Of ail the places which during the past summer 

and fall, figured before the world as the scenes of 


the horror and misery of the cholera epidemic, 


Naples claims preeminence in consequence of the 
conspicuous extent and aggravated character of 
her suffering; for trom within her limits seven 
thousand victims of the total eleven thousand 
furpished by Europe have been mournfully mus. 
tered. Her terrible affliction has attracted theat- 
tention and sympathy of the whole civilized 
world, and, now that the harvest of death hag 
drawn toa close, lends a pregnant interesq to a 
discussion of the conditions which have culminat- 
ed in the death of so many thousands of our fel. 
low creatures. 

Since 1573, Naples, like the remainder of Europe, 
bad enjoyed complete freedom from this scourge. 
But the eleven years that have since elapsed, haye 
done little to alleviate the poverty, increase the 
knowledge, or remove the superstition of the 
wretched people of Italy; and now, in 1885, the large 
bulk of the population are anutterly ignorant, poy- 
erty stricken and oppressed people. Their educa- 
tional advantages are of the most meagr edescrip- 
tion, and their untutored and clouded minds are 
under the absolute dominion of the Romish priests. 
So ignorant are they and superstitious that the 


most bitter experiences teach them nothing; so 
pom and downtrcdden are they that filth and dirt 
ave become their natureelements. Their resi- 
dences are the most squalled hovels in narrow 
streets, and damp underground cellars. In these 
dens they live ciesely packed withthe accumu- 
Jated fifth and dirtof years, covering their bod- 
ies and their babitations and filling the air the 
breathe with the most loathsome odors and wit 
millions upon millions of malignant and infec- 
tious germs, Under such conditions—large num- 
bers living under thesame roof and the total dis- 
regard of personal cleanliness and care of their 
homes—it seems surprising that e’erthis some 
terrible plague has not broken out 
opomimaneten and it was really the natural 
thing to expect, that the cholera when once intro- 
duced should cling so pertenaciously to condi- 
tions so congenial, and should revel in the death. 
throes of multitudes which yielded to the attack, 
lp the very midst of these ravages we find this 
blind and deluded people going about in large 
processions led by bands of 
priests moaning and chanting pray- 
unconscious that their as- 
sembly in these processions but served to spread 
the fataldisease. Nor would warning them have 
the least effect, so complete their slavery to super- 
stition. Such acalamity paralyzes their energies 
and renders them es helpless as babes. Theirsole 
trust for deliverance is in the intercessions of the 
priests, and instructed by these the time which 
ought to be devoted to self-purifi- 
and the cleansing and disinfectiag 
of their houses is thrown away in vain penances 
and supplications to patron saints. The idea that 
‘God helps those wno help themselves” is proba- 
bly foreign to their belief, and most assuredly 
foreign to their practice. In illustration of their 
complete slavery tv superstition and the priests, 
the iolowing short incident from an eye witaess 
isin point. Our informant happened to be in 
Naples at the last eruption of Mt. Vesuvius. Pro- 
cceding from this eruption a large stream of lava 
began its flow down the side of the mountain 
Girectly toward a small village in the valley below. 
The lavaadvanced slowly but steadily down the 
mountain, and in all reason the complete destruc- 
tion of the town seemed but a matter of a few hours 
waiting, Theinhabitants seeing and realizing their 
canger, instead of removing their property as far 
as possible to places of safety, flocked to the 
priests, formed in procession with the priests at 
their head carrying relics and bones of ancient 
martyrs and saints, dolefully chanting prayers for 
deliverance, vowing vows of pilgrimages, pres- 
ents and penances to the church. Fortunately ia 
this case the town was not destroyed, a fact eare- 
fully used to impress the villagers with the effica- 
cy of priestly intercession, aided by the sacred 
relics. This is but a single instance (bat the 
could be readily multiplied) showing the supenstie 
ticus helplessness of these people, and giving color 
to the assertion that very many of the yictims of 
cholera, so-called, during the past year were 
in reality killed by superstitious fear. 
Meeting in Naples with constitutions weakened 
by exposure and scanty food, and already saturat- 
ed with all manner of noxious germs, joined to 
minds totally ignorant, filled with superstitious 
fears, incapable of the least resistance, and op- 
poe by not even the slightest attempts at clean- 
iness, the cholera has done its dreaded work in 
Naples, claiming se ven thousand souls for its hire, 
apd scoring at the same time a fearful record 
ageinst those who have kept this people sub- 
merged in ignorance and superstition. It is to be 
earnestiy hoped that this last bitter experience 
mnay eat its way —_ into the minds oi the masses 
aud that by it a lively recognition of the necessity 
of cleanliness as a means of protection against the 
recurrence of sucha fearful experience may be 
brought about. Wecannot commend too highly 
the bravery and self-sacrifice displayed by King 
Humbert, as shown by his stay in Naples during 
the worst ravages of the plague, and in his ex- 
posure of his own person to the attacks in visita 
tions to the sick. fis devotion to his people has 
thus been conclusively proven; and with his mind 
fully awakened by the revolting scenes he has 
passed through, itis to be hoped tnat with the 
better class of his people, by

4& SCRAP OF MINSTREL HISTORY 


onsceapenenaeniiienesictee 
The First Genuime Negro Minstre] Troupe 
in the World, 

From the Macon, Ga., Telegraph and Messenger. 

| Twenty years ago, next Fourth ot July, the 
first troupe of genuine negro minstrels that 
ever appeered on any stage gave their initial 
performance in Macon. It was here that the 
members grew up, gained their freedom, were 
orgenized inte a professional troupe, and it 
wes from bere that they started on their tour 
through the north and thence to England, 

The members were the petted servants of 
rich southern people. Before the war the 
typical southern gentleman had his boy, or 
man servant. This boy enjoyed life as much 
as his owner, for his work was for the most 
pert restricted to the brewing of the morning 
grog, the polishing of the boots and the tend- 
ing of the horses. If perchance the master 
lingered long over the short cards, or. drank 
too deeply with convivial friends, then the 
labor of the boy was increased to the extent of 
putting his master to bed at late hours. But 
these occasions were not frequent, and the 
boy found ample time to thum his banjo or 
learn to play on any instrument he might 
fancy. bis negro, albeit he was a slave and 
his body belonged toa white man, knew no 
more about the cornfield or the cotton patch 
than he did about Greek roots. His skin may 
have been just as black and his lips just as 
thick as those of his kind who toiled amon 
the corn rows; but he occupied an elevated 
position irom which he could look down upon 
his brothers with supreme contempt. 

BEFORE THE WAR 

oO negro was allowed away from home at nicht 
after 9 o’clock. The bell rang at that hour, 
and the work of the patrol commenced. But 
he boys of whom we write enjoyed a perfect 
immunity from euch a regulation. If their 
masters did not write a pass for them there 
were numerous young white friends who would, 
and in this way they enjoyed the treedom of 
the town night and day. 

These boys had only occasional glimpses o! 
minstre: periormances. Now and then the 
Campbelis would visitus, and then too there 
came Murphy, West and Peel, and later on 
came Rumsey and Newcomb. The traveling 
methods then were somewhat different from 
those of to-day; but whenever the minstrels 
came the boys were in the audience. Every 
note of music, every figure of dance, and 
every word oi song or joke were eagerly de- 
youread { i remembered. 

The show people ofthose days did not re- 
spect seasons as they do now. And though 
their visits were a month or longer apart, they 
were as likely tocome in sweltering August as 
in icy December. Hence, to fill in the inte- 
rime, minstrel performances were given by 
the boys, sometimes in the parlers of the La- 
nier house, (then the only resert of the 
wealthy Georgians in middle Georgia), and 
now and then the band was taken to Indian 
or Chalybeate springs to entertain the hun- 

ds of pleasure-scekers who thronged those

the boys became waiters at the hotels and res- 
taurants, but they kept up their band. Some 
ef them went into the army as musicians, and 
one of them, Charles’ Gorman, is now the 
drummer for the Floyd Rifles. 

One winter during the war, an appeal came 
from the snow-covered valieys of Virginia for 
blankets. The soldiers were suffering from the 
intense cold. The boys heard the appeal and 
obtained permission from their masters to give 
a concert, the proceeds of which they desired 
to send to the subsistence department of the 
army. The ccncert was given and a large au- 
dience of the stay-at-homes was present. 

When the war ended and General Wilson 
with his raiders took possession of Macon, 
there came with him a sutler whose name was 
W.H. Lee. As the capture of Macon was.the 
closing scene of the war, and having made 
enough as sutler to retire, he doffed his nni- 

rm and took up his residense here. Being

Lee tock a great fancy to him. He was a 

careless, reckless, big-hearted fellow with no 

one to look after but himself, and this was a 

very easy lask. 

Some time in June of 1865, the colored min- 
strels decided to give a show in old Concert 
hall. They had ‘been 

FREED BY LINCOLN’S PROCLAMATION, 
and were left to look for themselves for a liv- 
ing. They had been retained in the hotels 
and restaurants, and really knew no change 
in their condition of life so far as treatment 
by their former white friends was concerned. 

Inthe audience that night sat Lee and 
Simpson, one unusually grave, the other fully 
enjoying the performance. Thecause of Lec’s 
gravity is easily explained. With the charac- 
teristic instinct of the yankee, he saw on the 
stage before him an opportunity to leap into 
fameand fortune on the backs of his dusky 
darkies. While Simpson was shaking with 
chuckles, Lee was planning. He knew thata 
band of negro musicians from the south would 
prove a paying card in the north, becaause the 
blood stained fields between Macon and Wash- 
ington showed how fierce the struggle had 
been for the negro; and he knew that thou- 
sandsof northern people would willingly shell 
out the shekels to see the great bone of conten- 
tion. 

Then Lee shaped his plans to organize the 
company and take iton the road. He whis- 
pered the scheme to Simpson, who was as 
ready then as he would ever be to take a hgud 
in the game, and before thetwo worthies 
sougbt their bed that night the minstrel boys 
were under contract to become professionals. 

THE REHEARSALS 
commenced the next day and were thorough. 
The gags were brushed up, the music 
strengthened, and all the roughness of the 
amateurs wes smoothed down to professional 
polish. 

It was a great time for the minstrel boys. 
They felt their importance as professionals, 
end the prospect of atrip to New York and a 
‘chance to see the world outside of Macon made 
them extremely aoeeys 

On thenightof July 4, 1865, they gave 
their first performance after the organization. 
Each member ofthe company had a big 
following of white friends, and this coupled 
with the fact thet Macon wasto send out to 
the world a minstrel troupe, filled Ralston 
hall asit never was filled before. Macon 
had only one policeman at thattime, and the 
town quiet was looked after by a federal sol- 
dier atevery corner, the city being under 

artial law. The soldiers found 
ita difficult task to hush the cat-calls of the 
gallery gods and the bubbling, boisterous 
rioise of the men in the pit. 
the company were well known to every man 
in the audience, and every man in the audi- 
ence felt that he could demonstrate just as 
much as be pleased, inasmuch as the boya be- 
longed to the city.

A negro 
would proveas much a curiosity in England 
then as Barnum’s Jumbo in this day, and he 
knew it. To England he went, but the busi- 
ness waned after a few months, and the com- 
poe! disbanded. Only two of the number, 
4ucius Griffin and Neil Rogers, remained in 
England, the others drifting homeward. 

Only three of the company arenow in Ma- 
con. Anstin Brighthaupt is now steward of 
Davis’s restaurant on Fourth street, Albert 
Slaughter, a waiter at Brown’s hotel, and 
Phil Mallory tends a private club room. John 
Brooker, Lewis Slater, Jeff Kiser, Phil Lamar 
and Riley Covington have long since joined 
the great majority.

15 verse: “The kingdoms of 
this world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and His Christ, and he shall reign for- 
ever and ever.” This resplendent vision of 
prophecy, said the preacher, is evidently has- 
tening toits fulfillment. Nearly two thousand 
years ago it was seen and heard, too, by John 
in the isle of Patmos, and we from our present 
stand-point may béYold the tokens of its ac- 
com plishment. 

The text implies that the kingdoms of 
this world were in some sense under Saltanic 
rule. Nor can it be questioned that the devil 
has been enthroned in the earth, for then thou- 
sands of years of human history. The wide- 
spread evil which has pervaded the world is 
evidence of its subjection to an 
alien power, a power hostile to God, and his 
Christ. The great needs of the gospel is to 
cast down the usurper and restore the domin- 
ion of Christ. His glorious work is advancing 
with rapid steadiness. The commerce, the 
politics, the literature, the social amusements 
of men are being more and more subordinated 
to the rightful authority of the gospel. At this 
point the preacher referred to the missionary 
work in India. At the beginning of the 
present century the name of Jesus was an 
ofiense and stumbling block to the natives. 
Now there are tens of thousands of Christian 
converts, to whom that name is precious as 
Ointment peured forth. 

The preacher drawa a glowing picture of 
the good time coming when the kingdom of 


| God shall be set up in every heart and in all 


lands. Just as the law of gravitation, he 
argued, is drawing the planets to the natural 
sun, s0 the magnetic force of Christianity is 
drawing the world to Christ—the Son of 
righteousness. 

The sermon of which we have only furnish- 
ed a scanty outline, was well.calculated to 
strengthen the faith of the church in the final 
triumph of Christianity. 

This interesting service was made more im- 
pressive by the reception of two members by 
profession of faith. We noticed at this church 
a praiseworthy effort to revive congregational 
singing. Organs and cheirs have their im- 
portant uses, but we confess our personal 
sympathy for that style of worship in which 
allthe people unite in psalms, hymns and 
spiritual songs.

Church of Our Father. 


*v. Brooke Herford, of Boston, occupied 
the pulpit of this church yesterday. Mr. Her- 
ford isan English clergyman, widely known 
and honored in New England and the west, 
and sure to be kindly remembered by the 
south which he visits now for the first time. 
He preaches at Augusta on Monday evening, 
and at Charleston on Wednesday evening be- 
fore the Unitarian conference at that place. 
His sermons in Atlanta were listened to with 
delighted attention by full congregations. 
His text in the morning was 1 Corinthians vi: 
19,20: “Ye are not your own. For ye are 
bought with a-price.” This passage which has 
been made to do such exclusive service for 
what has been sometimes called the “com- 
mereial atonement” has a much grander and 
broader meaning. It may mean tous as it 
meant to the church of the apostolic age, that 
the unspeakable blessings conferred upon us 
by Jesus, the present deliverance wrought by 
him, the release from the darkness and hope- 
lessness of heathenism, so overwhelm us, 
when we think of them, with gratitude that 
we fee] as it he had bought us, as if we must 
ever be his slaves or servantsto do as he 
would have us. In its original meaning and 
use therefore, and in its beat and truest use, 
to-dey, it expresses the sense of indebtedness 
to the Master—as a motive for the disciple’s 
faithfulness. And this feeling of the Chris- 
tiaD 80 natural and true for Jesus extends and 
applies as well to all who by their fidelity and 
devotedness in times past, have made possible 
for us, theseevery day blessings of to-day. 
The preacher developed and iliustrated this 
thought, with instance so varied, so close to 
everybody’s daily experience and yet so no- 
ble and elevating the principle underlying 
them, that all lite seemed 
redeemed from commonness and the daily 
bread, the newspaper, the railroad, education, 
religion, the church and al! that is freest and 
truest in modern, civilization were seen to be 
not our own, but bought with the costly price 
of human heart-blood, paid out drop by ; ey 
until our full redemption from old time tyr- 
annies, injwiies and wrongs had been secured. 

In the evening Mr. Herford preached on 
the “Opportunity and Duty of Unitarians,” 
from the text II Cor. 3:7: “If the ministra- 
tion of death, written and engraven in stones, 
was glorious, which glory was to be done 
away; howshall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious.”” He urged at once, 
fn earnest, appreciative attitude toward the 
doctrines of the past, but, at the same time, a 
tgoroughly outspoken advocacy of what Uni- 
tarians believe to be the higher truths of the 
gospel.

rough beard. He seems to be rather careless 

personal appearance, but no one who 
3to him wiil doubtthat he is a manof 
learning, Heis the author of a beok 
alled “Creation and Cosmos” a bulky volume 
of overa thousand pages which has already 
reached its ninth volume, and has been favor- 
ably and unfavorably reviewed in the leading 
ers of the country. One might talk to Mr. 
baw for hours without discovering that he is 
peculiar or eceentric. But when he drops 
opto his ancestry ft is seen that he 
is a man of ancient and distinguished lineage. 
lie can aflord to look down with contempt on 
some of our blue-blooded people who can only 
‘race their ancestry as far back as William the 
Conqueror. Mr. Shaw,as has been stated, 
tracks bis ane stry back to a king of Scotlan:, 
sixteen centuries betore Christ. He is thor- 
ouchly conversant with ancient Scottish his- 
tory, #8 wellas with the ancient history of 
other nations. He claims to be abie to trace 
his descent from one ancestor to another, 
naming each one and giving the rank he held 
for nearly 3,400 years. He says that he is 
prince of Scotiand, prince of Ireland and first 
man of England. In point of rank he con- 
sidcrs himself, to use his own words, ‘‘a veri 
kaisar of kings and Yarl_ of 
.’ Some of his ancestors held high 
sition among the tribes of Israel. Figura- 
vely speaking, Mr. Shaw says he is'a lamb 
tanding upon Mount Zion. Again he speaks 
of himself as the lion of the tribe of Judah. 
Mr. Shawis a college graduate, a master of 
arts, bss been a close student all his life, and 
appears to have made the subject of genealogy 
aud especially Scottish genealogy a close study. 
lie does not obtrude his professions upon the 
publie, and when he speaks of his distia- 
cuished ancestry itis in a modest way. He 
has not much confidence in republics, and 
thinks it would be better for this country to 
havea king... Yet, while he considers himself 
a kaisar of kings and a yarl of lords, he is 
net ambitious, and says it is not 
s matter of pride that he is able to trace his 
sneestry through so many noble chieftains, 
and kings. He considers himse} merely a plain 
business man and desires nothing higher than 
to work for the good of humanity. He says 
that this personal history of himself and fam- 
ily does not rest upon any mere vague tracdi- 
tion, but it isa matter capable of the most a)- 
sclute end convineing proof.
